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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . This is in response to the arguments filed on 02/25/2009. 

The following is the current status of claims: 
Claim 1-75, 79-93 and 99-104 have been canceled. 

Claims 105-120 have been added. The Examiner discusses the limitations of claims 105-120 in 
the following Action set forth in section 3. 

Claims 76-78, 94-98 and 105-120 remain pending for examination. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments, filed on 02/25/2009, with respect to the pending claims have been fully 
considered are persuasive, as a result, the amendment to the claims overcome the rejection. Therefore, 
the rejection of the last Office action has been withdrawn.

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. With respect to claims 76-78, 94-98 and 105-120 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With respect to the independent claims 76, 105 and 113, the claimed features "placing in cache 
the data corresponding to the attribute of the other objects in the object structure; and upon receiving a 
request the attribute for one of the other objects, providing the requested attribute from the data stored in 
the cache, whereby the attribute is provided in less time than if the attribute were not cached" in 
conjunction with other elements of the independent claims are not suggested, anticipated or found to be 
obvious over the prior art made of record. 

The dependent claims, being definite, further limiting, and fully enabled by the specification are 
also allowed. 
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4. The closest prior art, Srinivasan, USPTNo. 5,765,159 relates to generating relational database 
queries to retrieve data from a relational database in accordance with an object-oriented database query 
and an associated set of prefetch paths. 

Tsuchida et al., USPTNo. 5,317,727 relates to data base processing method and a data base 
processing apparatus where a useless prefetching operation is omitted, and the necessary data is surely 
prefetched so as to reduce the input/output processing time, so that the performance of the overall 
system can be improved but fail to teach the above limitations.
